Not long since the National League

He was enthusiastically 
cheered when he said that when tlie 
democratic party "lays down the reins 
of government the nation can do no 
better than to take Mr. Fairbanks as its 
standard bearer."

W. Kern was made Bryan's 
running 
mate in 1908, a great demonstration in 
his honor was gotten irj) by the people 
of Indianapolis regardless of tlieir Riirty 
relations. 
Mr, Fairbanks presided over 
the meeting at which Mr, Kern was 
formally welcomed on his return home 
and congratulated on the distinguished 
honor conferred upon him by the Den- 
ver convention.

Paris, Feb. 10.—(Correspoiidence 
of 
The Associated 
Press).—Rat 
tails 
are 
now worth a cent each on one part of 
the French battle front. 
The general 
commanding in that section has isauwl 
the foHowinp order of the day: "With 
the object of interesting the men in tin 
destruction of 
rodents a premium 
of 
five centimes shall be paid for each rat 
destroyed. 
The premium sliall be paid 
every ten da.ys, on presentation of the 
tails 
of the 
destroyed 
animals. 
rats, 
bearing 
vermin 
susceptible 
of 
sj)reading disease must not be handled, 
but immediately buried, and the tails 
done up in a paper impregnated 
with 
tar or petroleum.'* 
Tlie order resulted 
.hi a tremendous slaughter of rats, but 
was not obeyed in all its details. 
It 


appears that tiio new fashion of trim- 
uiing women's garments Avith fur has 
trpatod an outlet for rat.s' fur, and tlie 
rat-liunting soldiers skin their victims 
before biu'vinf them, disinfect and ster- 
ilize the hides, and sell them to the 
sutlers behind tlie front.

provisions sent to the soldiers by their 
friends and relatives at home.

Sam. L. Rogers, of the bureau of cen- 
BU8. department of^ commerce, is soon 
to ieeue a set of tables nivinft special 
financial statistics for 24 cities—8 hav- 
ing the council form of government dtir- 
inir the fiscal years of 1913 and 1910, 
8 havinj; the commission form during 
those years, and 8 havinfr the council 
form in 191.3 and the commission form 
^li 1915. 
These tables were' prepared 
jiider the supervision of Starke M...Gro- 
fon, chief statistician for stflttiftic» oi 
pities. 


The eifirht cities havinf; the council 
form in each year ar« Indianapolis, Ind.; 
Hartford, Conn.; 
Youpsrstoiro, Ohio; 
Troy, N. Y.; Peoria, 111.; Littli Rock, 
Ark.; Davenport, Iowa, and 
Charlotte, 
C. 
Their estimated population in 
1915 ranged from 260;00() for Indianap- 
^liii to ^,300 for .Charlotte, avertging 


form of government in each year are 
Birmingham, Ala.; Lowell, "Mass.;.

In the group of cities which changed 
from the council to the commission form 
between 1913 and 1915, tho excess c)f 
expenditures over revenues 
increased 
during the two-year 
period from 74 
cents to 96 cents per capita; and in 
four of these cities, taken .separately, 
the expenditures during the later year 
exceeded tho revenue#. 


Levies of property taxes (which pro- 
vide on an average, between .one-half 
and two-thirds of the total revenues) 
in the council cities increased from 
$14.73 per capita in 1913 to $16.36 in 
1915; in the commission cities, from 
$11.11 to $12.31; and in the cities which 
changed from counpil to commission dui- 
ing the two-year period, from $10.08 to 
$11.24. 


Indebtedness.

(funded and floating debt less sinking-

of the council-governed 
group of citics increased from $29.04 to 
$36.27 during the two years, and the 
cofresifcnding item for each individual 
citv increased.

History of the Commission Form. 
Waahingtpn, D. C., which came uuucr 
the commission plan on Juno 11, 187S. 
by act of congress, was thS first city 
in the United States to adopt permar»- 
ontly this form of government. 
The 
application of the commission plan U> 
tho capital of the United States grew 
out of the relation of the national go» 
ernment to the federal city, and the 
capital wa» not at that time considered 
an example to other municipalities in 
this particular respect. 


The government of Memphis, Tonn., 
was conducted for a short time, begin- 
ning in 1879, in a manner analogous to 
that in which the government of com- 
mission citics is now carried on. 
This 
action was taken because of the neces- 
sity of improving the sanitary condition 
of the city after a severe epidemic of 
velfow fever in 1878, and because at 
that time it had incurred the maximum 
indebtedness allowed it by law. 
Afte- 
Memphia/lmd recovered from these diffi- 
culties, it Avas reincorporated with its 
original form of governnient. The com- 
mission 
plan 
was, however, 
adopted 
later by vote of the people and becam > 
operative January 1, 1010.

98 Per Cent, of Wounded 
Soldiers Cured or 
Improved. 


Ijondon, Feb. 10.—(Correspondence 
of 
The 
Associated 
Press) .—?,^inety-eijfht 
per cent, of the wounded soldiers treat- 
ed at the American Women's war hos- 
pital have been cured oar improved, ac- 
cording to a report just issued on the 
second thousand cases handled by that 
institution. 
The hospital is a t Pai(tn- 
ton, 
South Devon, with 
Sir 
William 
Osier, formerly of Johns Hopkins, 
as 
consulting physician, and Dr. Penhallow 
as chief surgeon. 


The report shows that of the surirical 
cases sixtj^-three per cent, were cured 
and thirty-three per cent. improTed. The 
same percentage of cures and improve- 
ments Viere secured in medical cases. In 
the thousand cases there were btit five 
deaths, or considerably 
less than 
one 
per cent. 


The promptness with which relief Is 
given to men on the battlefield imme- 
diately aft«r they 
are 
wounded, 
Is 
brought out bv the statistics of the re- 
port. 
Of the total wounded cafces, one 
quarter of them had received immedi- 
ate first aid field dressing, ¡md an addi- 
tional thirteen per cent, had 
received 
this field dressing within fifteen min 
utes. 
Another twenty-five per cent, had 
been treated 
on the field Avithin one 
hour of being wounded, Avhile a small 
remaining percentage were treated with- 
in a few hours, and a verj' few after a 
long delay of forty-eight and seventy- 
two hours. 


Gas-poisoning is ono of the principal 
causes of the case.s treated, and while 
typhoid has been largely reduced there 
were seven cases. TJie number of ampu- 
tations was fourteen, which, consider- 
ing the number of serious cases, Avas 
an exceptionally favorable showing.

It was shown by the evidence that 
Mishler boarded the car after it was in 
motion and not at a stopping place, but 
there Avas a dispute as to the distance 
from the stopping 
place. 
The trial 
court ga\'e an instruction that Mishler 
could not become a passenger by board- 
ing the moving car at some place other 
than a regular stopping place Avithout 
the knowledge of the railroad, and if 
tho evidence showed that such was the 
fact that he could not recover. 


The appellate court holds that 
the 
first part of the instruction ia corrcct, 
but that the latter part of the instruc- 
tion is not corrcct, because if the rail- 
road became aware of his presence it 
would then owe him the duty of uslni< 
some carc to proA'cnt injury. The causc 
i.s reversed with instruction to grant a 
new trial.

Secretary Lansing already has told

It has 
never baptized infants because it felt 
that Laptisai was only intended in the

Their estimated population in

Levies "of property taxes (which pro-

History of the Commission Form. 
Washington, D. C.. which canic unuer 


the commission plan on June 11, ISiS, 
by act of congress, was the first city 
in the United States to adopt pcruiai.- 
cntly this form of government. The 
application of the commission plan »o 
the capital of the United States grew 
out of the relation of the national go> 
ornment to the federal city, and the 
capital was not at that time considered 
an example to other municipalities in 
this particular respect. 


The government of Memphis, Tenn., 


was conducted for a short time, begin- 
ning in 1S70, in a manner analogous to 
that in which the government of com- 
mission cities is now carried on. This 
action was taken because of the neces- 
sity of improving the sanitary condition 
of tha city after a severe epidemic of 
vcllow fever in 1S7S, and because at 
th.it time it ha<I incurred the maximum 
indebtedness allowed it by law. 
Aftc- 


Memphis had recovered from these diffi- 
culties, it was rcincorporated with its 
original form of government. The com 
mission 
nlnn was. however, adopted 


later byvotr of the people and becam 
operative January 1. 1910. 


The real beginning of the movement 


toward 
commission 
government 


American cities took place in fJalvcstoi. 
Tex., in 1W1. A destructive storm hav 
ing overwhelmed that city in September, 


1900, and having left it prostrate finan 
dally, as Memphis had been in 1S7S, its 
government 'was placed in the hands of 
a commission in the following year. The 
experience of Gakcstoii under the com- 
mission plan was such that in 180A it 
was adopted by Houston, Tex. 
Three 


more cities of over ,'iO,OOl, inhabitants 
(the census statistics relate only to 
cities of this cla=s) adopted the commis- 
sion form in the calendar year 1907. 2 
in 1908. 8 in 1909, 7 in 1910, 14 in 1911. 
14 in 1912, 20 in 1913, 7 in 1914, and 
3 in the early part of 1915. In all. SI 
cities of over 30,000, out of a total of 
204, were operating under the commit 
sion form of government during th» 
period covered by tho bureau's forth- 
coming report. According to the latent 
information available, six more citi<v 
have recently adopted the plan by pop 
ular vote; and in four of them it has 
already gone into effect. 
Thus ther* 


arc 85 cities of over 30,000 which arc 
governed bv commissions at the present 
time. These cities varv in size from 32.- 
Snn inhabitants in Boise. Idaho, to 4S5,-

Soldiers Cured or 


Improved. 


London, Fob. 10.—(Correspondence of 


The 
Associated 
Press).—Vinety-eight 


JIT cent, of thc wounded soldiers treat- 
id at the American Women's war hos- 
pital have been cured or improved, ac- 
cording to a report just issued on thc 
iccond thousand cases handled by that 
institution. The hospital is at Paign- 
Lou, South Devon, with Sir William 
Ouler, formerly .of Johns Hopkins,, as 
consulting physician, and Dr. Penhailow 
as chief surgeon. 


Tho report shows that of the surgical 


cases aixty-throo per cent, were cured 
and thirty-three per cent, improved. The 
same percentage of cures and improve- 
ments were secured in medical cases. In 
the thousand cases there were but five 
deaths, or considerably less than ona 
por cent. 


The promptness with which relief Is 


given to men on the battlefield imme- 
diately after they 
are 
wounded, \i 


brought out by the statistics of the re- 
port. Of the total wounded cases, ono 
quarter of them' had received immedi- 
ate first aid field dressing, and an addi- 
tional thirteen per cent, had received 
this field dressing within fifteen min- 
utes. Another twenty-five per cent, had 
been treated on the field within one 
hour of being wounded, while a small 
remaining percentage were treated with- 
in a few hours, and a very fow after n 
long delay of forty-eight and seventy- 
two hours. 


Gas-poisoning is one of the principal 


causes of the cases treated, and while 
typhoid has been largely reduced there 
were seven cases. The number of ampu- 
tations was fourteen, which, consider- 
ing the number of serious cases, was 
an exceptionally favorable showing. 


As showing the different classes of 


wonnds received in action, the following 
percentages were given on perforating 
wounds: shrapnel 12 per cent.; shell, i 
per cent.; bullet, 30 per cent.; grenade, 
1 per cent. 
In surface wounds tho 


percentage, of shrapnel injury is greater 
and of bullet injury less. 
The wounds 


from bayonets is the smallest, being 
less than one per cent.

pany judgment against John Mishler hi 
his action for damages, when ho fell 
from a moving street car.

ment is reversed because the court in 
the trial of the cause gave instructions 
which are held to be prcjudical to the 
rights of Mishler.

. Results of War. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 19.-''A rail- 


road fartherest north, tapping the polar 
seas beyond Archangel, its whole length 
running tlrrough a region of. • intense 
winter cold, is'one of the moat import- 
ant constructive results of this destruc- 
tive world-war," says a statement just 
prepared by the National Geographic so- 
ciety at Washington.' "Stimulated by 
an imperative war-necessity for a port 
nearer the west and the long' battle 
lines than Vladivostock, this new rail- 
way has been driven north with -the 
same fierce energy as that call forth by 
the dash for enemy position. 


"Finns, Lapps, Russians, alike, have 


labored unremittingly to fasten a per- 
manent way of steel between Potrograd 
and Semenowa, the latter city far be- 
yond the arctic circle, on the northern 
slioro of Finland, near Norwegian Jvord 
Kap. 
Work upon the new line begnn 


a few month? after the outbreak of the 
war, and .It has been pushed feverishly 
as a means of over-reaching the block- 
ade by land and sea. that isolates Rus- 
sia in the west.

Jlo began his activ- 
ities as soon as the war started, lie belonged 
to. a wealthy German family, Imd spent several 
years In America, and spoke- perfect "English, 
or at least English as Americans speak it. 


Shortly before the war began he arrived in 


London, with an American name, apparently 
having just come from America, to take a po- 
sition in a large coffee importing house in 
which several Americans were Interested, lie 
had a letter of introduction from one of these 
and had no difficulty in obtaining .1 position in 
the unices of the company, whore he soon be- 
came a general favorite. 


His easy good nature, his boyishness, his 


wit and his stories of America, besprinkled 
•with American slang, made him a pleasant 
Bempaiiion.

toes In Switzerland, at Lugano, with her daugh-
